UNDAY, AUGUST 16-The Japs failed again last 
night to launch the counter-invasion we have been 


awaiting. Meanwhile, we have been planning a large-scale 
thrust of our own, aimed at mopping up the enemy at 
jUatanikau. 


TUESDAY, AUGUST 18-At one o'clock this after- 


noon, just as I was preparing to join Capt. Hawkins' 
troops for the excursion to Mataniliau, the anti-aircraft 
guns on the airfield began thundering. Jap planes were 
sweeping overhead in two shallow V's of four each. We 
heard the gutteral whisper of tlie sticks of bombs coming,

debated whether it would be wiser to stay in my exposed 
spot or to run for a better 'ole. 


I was still debating the question when I heard a bullet 


whirr very close to my left shoulder, heard it thud into 
the ground, and then heard the crack of the rille ilur had 
tired it. That was bad. Two Marines on the ground U> 
or 15 feet ahead of me turned and looked to sec if I luJ 
been hit. They had evidently heard the bullet passing. 
That made up'my miml. 1 jumped up and dashed lor a 
big bush . . .
